Columbus, Ohio, July 
Knight, of Atlanta, known as the 
ro of the Indianapolis Speedway,” 
almost instantly killed and his mecha- 
nician, Milton Michaelis, also of Atlanta, 
was fatally injured here this afternoon 
when Knight’s front wheel drive car 
blew a right tire and turned turtle 
on the 110th lap of the 200-mile auto- 
mobile race contested under the aus- 
pices of the Columbus Automobile 
association.

Mechanician Also Killed. 

Knight’s head was badly crushed, 
and the top part torn off. His legs 
were driven to his armpits and the 
rest of the body badly mutilated. 

Michaelis, 19 years ofage, died later 
in a hospital. 

When the tire blew up the car 
turned over twice and landed in an 
. upright position, Michaelis was thrown 
out at the first turn and is said to 
have suffered a fractured skulf. Knight 
Was pinned under his steering wheel 
mut fell out just as the car finally 
righted. He died almost immediately 
after assistants reached hig side. Ralph 
DePalma, following close on the heels 
of Knight and Jenkins, was running 
at a high rate of speed, but managed 
to shave by the wrecked car without 
smashing into it. 

The accident occurred almost imme- 
diately in front of the grandstand, and 
was witnessed by thousands of spec- 
tators.

Dog to Ground With Rope 
and Then Shot It. 


Seizing a rabid bulldog by the throat 
as he leaped at him in an upstairs 
room, where he had attempted to bite 
several small children, J. A. LaHatte, 
a 17-year-old youth of 125 Washington 
street, held the animal for fully thirty 
minutes yesterday afternoon until 
police officers arrived and shot him to 
death. 

The dog, which was later examined 
several physicians in the neighbor- 
hood and proneunced to be suffering 
from the rabics, had run up Washing- 
ton street snapping angrily at several 
children playing on the sidewalk, and, 
finally, frightened apparently by their 
cries, rushed into the residence of Mrs. 
Mary lL. Belcher, at 295 Washington 
street, and made his way upstairs and 
into a bedroom where several of the 
children in the family had fled before 
him. 

Young LaHatte had followed the ani- 
mal up the street, warning the chil- 
dren of the danger, and when the dog 
entered the house he ran after him. 
In the bedroom, when the dog sprang 
at him, he seized him by the jaws 
and held them apart, until he could 
shift his hold to the throat of the dog. 

In the meantime Police Officers Shu- 
mate and Palmer were called. They 
fastened a rope about the ‘dog’s neck 
vhile the lad still held him, and low- 
ered him out of the second-story win- 
dow. On the ground the end of the 
rope was hastily thrown around a 
tree and revolver shot ended his 
life.

Tax Spurious Wines. 

Additional revenue was provided 
for by the committee when it decided, 
in view of the revenue tax on brandies 
used in fortifvying sweet wines, to levy 
a revenue tax of 25 per cent ad valo- 
rem on what are known as “spurious 
wines.” wines made from pummis and 
fortified with chemicals. 

Containers of such wines must bear 
a label, showing what materials enter 
into the product. Just how much reve- 
nue will be derived from this the com- 
mittee could not estimate, because the 
tax probably will curtail the present 
output considerably. 

Another change proposed relates to 
the clause prohibiting importation of 
convict-made goods. It was amended 
so as to read that such goods be ex- 
cluded from countries which do not 
‘“nrohibit’ convict labor. Originally 
the clause read from countries which 
did not “restrict” convict labor. 

Chairman Simmons said today that 
he expected general debate on the bill 
to begin a week from Monday. He 
will report the measure probably next 
Wednesday, and it is his opinion that 
the debate will be limited ‘to five 
weeks.

Sensational Motion for Mistrial 
Made—Personal Difficulty 
Narrowly Averted. 


Ga., July 4.—(Special.)—A 
motion for a mistrial !n 
of J. W. Griffin, president of 
Athens Trust and Banking 

was made shortly after mid- 
night this morning, and just before the 
jury returned the verdict of guilty. 
Judze Holden who, with the defendant 
and the other counsel, had been stirred 
out of bed to go.to the courthouse, in 
a heated manner made the motion to 
declare a mistrial on the grounds that 
the judge, without the presence of th+ 
defendant or his attorneys, had had 
communication with the jury regard-

Judge Brand overruled the motion, 
called the jury in, recharged them on 
the misdemeanor clause of the law and 
sent them back to make their verdict, 
which they did—a verdict of guilty 
with an oral request for mercy from 
the foreman, representing the entire 
jury. 

Judge Brand denied most emphat- 
ically that he had any communication 
with the jury that was improper. He 
stated that on his way from the office 
home he stopped at the courthouse and 
through the door of the jury room, in 
the presence of the sheriff and bailiff, 
he shouted and asked if the jury want- 
ed to go to bed for the night. He said 
that they declared that they had agreed 
on a verdict and would be ready in a 
few minutes, but desired further ad- 
vise from the coart _touching their 
rights to recommend. to be punished 
as for a misdemeanor. Judge Brand de- 
Clared that he could not make anv 
statement to them till the defendant 
his his attorneys and the state attor- 
ney arrived. He sent for them at once 
and Judge Holden made the very sen- 
sationa] motion to declare a mistrial. 
The case will -be appealed, without 
doubt, on this point.

OFFICIALS ATTEMPTED 
TO SPIRIT GIRL AWAY 


Injured Mah Is Sent to Grady 
Hospital for Treatment. 
Police Officers Declare 
That He Admitted That 
He Had Been Shot by Girl 
Who Was With Him at 
Owls. 


Detectives have arrested Lucy Bal- 
leau, a pretty dark haired girl of: 22, 
who is suspected of having shot Cap- 
tain A. C. Thompson early last night 
in the reception parlors of the -Owls’ 
club Mitchell and Pryor § streets. 
The shooting is shrouded in mystery. 

She is held at police headquarters un- 
der the direct charge of shooting at 
another. The wounded man was carried 
to Grady hospitel. Only one bullet 
was fired, penetrating the right thigh 
near the hip and entering the other 
leg near the knee in its range down- 
ward. 

The girl was arrested at Pryor and 
Garnett street more than two hours 
after the shooting. She was in com- 
pany with L. C. Raoul, secretary of 
the Owls, whom the detectives accuse 
of attempting to spirit her away. A 
cab had just driven up to the curbing 
and had stopped when the head- 
quarters men arrived. 

Accused by Wounded Man. 

She is directly accused by the 
wounded man. Although he at first 
refused to talk with the detectives, 
they say that as he lay on the operat- 
ing. table he declared the woman 
whom he had escorted.to the club had 
shot him. Further than this’ he would 
say nothing. 

The bullet wag fired from Thomp- 
son's own gun, a .38 caliber Smith & 
Wesson revolver which he carried in 
a holster The police have so far 
been unable to learn the Cause, and 
even club officials express ignorance 
of a motive. The prigoner denies the 
victim’s charge and Says the shooting 
was an accident. 

An effort is being made to locate 
two women who are said to have wit- 
nessed the happening. Detectives have 
been unable to find anyone who is ac- 
quainted with their identity. Miss 
Balleau, however, declares that there 
were two other women in the parlor 
when Captain Thompson was wound- 
ed. 

A story has been told to the police 
that when occupants of the club roont 
adjoining the reception parlor rushed 
in upon hearing the shot, the accus- 
ed girl was bending over the form of 
the wounded man, exclaiming that she 
didn’t mean to do it—that it was an 
accident. 
| Mystery Shrouds Shooting. 

Captain Thompson, so Chief Beav- 
ers was informed, is employed at 
one of Fulton county’s convict camps. 
He lay for two hours in ne 
club rooms before he was re- 
moved to the hospital <A Physician 
who was in the place at the time 
dressed his injury. Detectives arriv- 
ed on the scene just as he was be- 
ing carried to the ambulance. 

Evidently an effort was made to 
keep the occurrence secret. The po- 
lice were not notified until a Consti- 
tution reporter visited headquarters to 
obtain information of the shooting to 
which his paper had been tipped. De- 
tectivegs were sent immediately to in- 
vestigate. They, like the reporter, 
were told that the shooting was pure- 
ly an accident. ~ 

Accident Said Raoul. 

To the reporter, who went to the 
club before. police headquarters had 
gained knowledge of the affair, Secre- 
tary Raoul said that Thompson had 
been wounded by a bullet exploding 
when his revolver dropped from the 
holster. Two men were with Captain 
Thompson, he declared, and witnessed 
the accident.. He said no women were 
in the parlor. : 

The reporter also was told that the 
injured man had been removed in a 
cab to his home. As a matter of fact, 
he was not carried away until more 
than thirty minutes later—just as the 
detectives put in their appearance, and
